Pulp Wood 


Is Wasting 
In This Area 


Northern Michigan is wasting 
a large portion of its annual 
crop of aspen, a recently-com- 
pleted study of lower peninsula 
state forests shows. 

There appears no way the 
waste can be prevented or reduc- 
ed, but the Conservation Depart- 
ment hopes somebody grabs the 
ball soon and runs with it, or the 
situation may develop into a se- 
rious threat to the future produc- 
tivity of our aspen stands. 


The survey shows that 81,000. 


cords of aspen pulpwood could 
ke harvested annually from pub- 
lic forests in northern Michigan. 
The latest five-year average cut 
was 17,000 cords annually. 


The problem probably won’ 


be solved until market condit- 
ions change or until more pulp 
wood mills are constructed in 
the region. 

At present, one large mill is 
using most pulpwood production 
from this area. 

Department foresters have 
worked on the survey since 
1951. Permanent study plots, to 
be used in future work, were es- 
tablished on about 1,800,000 ac- 
res.of public land during the 
study. The upper peninsula is 
now being studied in the same 
way. 


Seek Funds For

Fluoridation of public water 
supplies, proved a safe and ef- 
fective way to reduce tooth de- 
eay, is being adopted around the 
nation by both big cities and 
small towns, the Michigan De- 
partment of Health claims. 

As a midwest example of the 


-trend, health officials say Chica- 


go will’soon replace Philadelphia 
as the nation’s largest city flu- 
oridating. Health Department 
spokesman, Dr. Fred Werthei- 
mer, pointed out that the Chi- 
eago water system serves over 
four million persons and pumps 
more water daily.than any other 
system in the world. 

Dr. Wertheimer, head of pub- 
lic health dentistry for the state 
health department, said. 47 Mi- 
chigan comunities,. some large 
and some small, have installed 
fluoridation units “to bring this 
advantage in health to their 
youngsters.” : 

The health department author- 


Lity noted many water supplies 


naturally provide fluorine. To 
help safeguard teeth, he said 
water should contain one part 
fluorine to one million parts of 
water. 

A. 1945 study of water fluori- 
dation began in Grand Rapids. 
After ten years, the reduction in 
tooth decay in Grand Rapids 
ranges from 83 percent in six 
year olds to 26 percent in 18 
‘year. olds. : ;

Tom Thacker Writes To 
Friends In East Jordan

Dear Sir: | 


‘As self-appointed spokesman 
for some of the Americans from 
northern Michigan who current- 
ly reside in French Morocco, I 
think a reassuring note is in or- 
der as result of the recent poli- 
tical disturbances. So far as I 
know, the only personal injury 
that I know of affecting an Am- 
exican during the years that I’ve 
‘been over here involved a cut 
hand and the need for a band- 
aid. One man received this in- 
jury from a bomb explosion re- 
_sulting in a piece of flying glass. 
There also have been American 
automobiles bombed—2, I think, 
of the several thousand in Mor- 
roceo——and in at least. one case 
here is was proved that the bomb 
rolled from the next stall over 
where it was intended to, ex- 
plode. 

As for the report in the New 
York Times and other American 
newspapers stating that all Am- 
ericans in Moroceo had taken 
“refuge” at the airbases, the 
statement simply was not true. 
The only change in residence 
that I know of involved trans- 
jents who are normally billeted 
in downtown Casablanca hotels 
whenever we get filled up at 
Nouasseur. During the emergen- 
cy, because of th curfew and tra- 
vel restrictions, we rolled out 
additional cots and took care of 
everybody on the installation. 
None of us who live in Casablan- 
ca or its suburbs—and this in- 
cludes residence adjacent to the 
heart of the riot areas — moved. 

This is not to imply that the 
US forces in Morocco haven’t 
taken adequate precautions in 
the event the situation gets out 
of hand. For one thing, we all 
wear uniforms as we move a- 
round the community. Most Am- 
erican-owned autos are identi- 
fied by a red license plate that 
was actually intended to show 
the duty-free status of the auto, 
the few which have been pur- 
chased here in Morocco are now 
mostly marked with an American 
flag front and rear. We don’t, 
during these upheavals and for 
some considerable period after- 
wards, travel any more than is 
necessary, and especially we stay 
out of the native quarters (Me- 
dinas) and native markets 
(Souks). This week is a high 
Moslem holiday-feast of the

Lamb and all Americans are 
staying fairly close to home. 
This feast by the way, comes 
from a Biblical event that is ac- 
cepted equally by Christians, 
Jews and Moslems — Abraham’s 
“sacrifice” of this son, Isaac, 
which was stayed at the last mo- 
ment and a sheep supplied in- 
stead. Although it comes as a 
to many Christians, 
much of the Old Testament 
means more to the devout Mos- 
lem than to most other groups. 
Here, each family that can af- 
ford to do so actually obtains a 
prime sheep or lamb and slays it, 
either publicly or at home, and 
then proceeds to consume it in 


a feast. Normally, the Sultan} 


slays his sheep to touch off the 
ceremony but since the old Sul- 
tan was deposed almost two 
years ago, some of the ceremony 
has lost its luster locally. That 
is why everyone is being espec- 
jally cautious this weekend. 
My work is not in the political 
field and I cannot speculate on 
political events even if I wanted 
to. However, if the Moroccan si- 
tuation should get too bad, we 
should still be able to withdraw 
American dependents without 
much difficulty. No doubt there 


- would be a lot of inconveniences 


and a few real hardships, but 
there is not a single reason to 
anticipate real danger. Practicai- 
ly everybody has a personal au- 
tomobile, so that in one trip we 
could, if necessary, evacuate the 
civilian’ communities.

—it is a common thing to move 
1,000 or more personnel from 
the US overseas or back again 
in the course of a weekend. 


At the moment, we could acco- 
mmodate a lot of families at each 
Moroccan installation without 
batting an eyelash. Large trailer 
parks are in the offing and the 
trailers are coming in ahead of 
time. We already have at Nou- 
asseur a large part of the. 250 
Italian-built trailers that should 
be ready for occupancy by fall. 
They are very nice, from the 
built-in shower to the 11 cu. ft.

please!) Somewhat later, we ex- 
pect to have the first of 400 
permanent housing units, con- 
struction for which was started 
a few days ago. It is somewhat 
the same deal as “Wherry” hou- 
sing in the US—involves private 
ownership, guaranteed rental on 
the part of the US, and eventual 
ownership, I think, by the US. 
Located as they are, their only 
use would be in connection with 
the installations next door.

With the worst highway death 
toll on record for the month of 
June, previous estimates that 
Michigan is heading towards a 
fatality toll of more than 2,000 
this year continue to be borne 
out, according to the State Police 
monthly report. It would be the 
third time it has gone over that 
mark, 

There were 184 persons killed 
in June, an increase of 52, or 39 
percent, over the same month 
last year. Likewise, this was the 
fourth consecutive month in 
which more persons lost their 
lives than in the same month of 
1954. 

Injuries totaled 5,304, a gain 
of 561, or 12 percent, while 
there were 15,238 accidents, an 
increase of 830, or six percent. 

The record for the first six 
months of this year is 875 per- 
sons killed, an increase of 16 per 
cent over the same period a year 
ago, 26,953 injured, up seven 
percent, and 90,225 accidents, a

how, even without coneurrent 
travel, the Armed Forces try to 
take care of its people. A Lieut- 
enant left last night for 30 days 
leave in the US and return with 
his family which consists of wife 
and four children, including 3 
month old twins. This is possible 
when the children are large in 
number and small in size so that 
it is too much for one woman 
to handle. He has a house alrea- 
dy rented for them to move ints 
when they return. 

I’m not recruiting today, but 
if I were, I would also mention 
the weather we’ve been having. 
Every day is beautiful—about 
80 degrees. Every night is just 
right for sleeping, with a light 
blanket. We had a short “Siroc- 
co” a month or so ago when tem- 
perature hovered around 100 for 
3 days, but since then it has nev- 
ex been uncomfortable — yet. 
Very unusual, I suppose, but we 
hope it continues. Especially as 


we read about the hot, dry wea- |. 


ther you’ve had. It is dry here, 
but that is normal — never rains 
from April to November. 


When I speak about the wea- 
ther, I should qualify it and at 
the same time explain why the 
reports from Morocco vary so 
widely. Casablanca ts the largest 
city in Moroeco for one reason— 
the weather here is best. It is on 
the ocean, facing slightly north- 
exly, and weather is mild most 
of the year. At night, it gets 
fairly humid and there are some 
fogs during fall and winter 
months. Inland, weather is more 
extreme, especially the heat. Al- 
so it gets colder in winter and at 
night. Casablanca and Nouwas- 
seur are only 15 miles apart, yet 
may vary 15 degrees in tempera- 
ture at noon. Sidi Slimane and 
Ben Guerir are inland bases, one 
north and-the other south. Both 
are much hotter in summer— 
Ben Guerir is near Marrakech 
and, IT am told, reaches 140 de- 
grees occasionally — really Sa- 
hara weather, tho it is just over 
the Atlas: Mts. from the actual 
desert. So those boys know wea- 
ther. On the other hand, they 
have a 12-month tour, as opposed 


to 18 months at Nouasseur and 


Rabat, or 30 months with fam- 
ilies. Unless they extend — 
which they seldom do. : 

One other point—if you have 
the space—and this applies just 
about anywhere in French Mor- 
occo—no matter what the in- 
formation booklet says, owner- 
ship of a car here is almost es- 
sential for a man living off base, 
and is mighty convenient on 
base. There have been some un- 
happy eases of family selling a 
good automobile at half its value, 
only to pay more for a broken- 
dewn clunker after arrival here.
